At an elevation of about 6,000 
feet above the sea, on the left of 
the road to Baalbek, is a group of 
the noblest specimens of the vege- 
table kingdom in the Kast, which 
are believed to be thousands of 
years old, and the remnant of the 
far-famed cedars of Lebanon, of 
which David and Solomon sang, 
and from which came the fimbers 
for the 'Temple. 

Kjebel-el Arz (the mountain of 
the cedars,) which i 

nerally covered with snow, and 
i.v is draped in a mantle of un- 
usual thickness, which trails aw 
into ihe forest and the foothills; for 
Ihere were a heavy rain and a 
sharp frost last night. As I have 
explained before, the term Mount 
Lebanon is misleading. 'There is 
no peak of that name, the name is 
applied to a lofty range with 

nil conspicuous summit! • 
tending about one bundled miles 
from the neighborhood of Dam 
COS to the sea, and being about 
twenty live miles broad from he 
to base. 'The most elevated peaks 
are those that I have just named. 
Mount Hermon, ;>,;>s;> feet; Dahar- 
el Kudhib, 10,0*0 feel ; .lebel-Mak- 
mat, 10,016; El Miskych 10,08 
Fnmel Mi/.ab, 9,900; Sannin, 8,800 
These peaks are broken by 
rugg.il ridg s. precipitous cliffs, 
and d-ep gorges. A parallel range 
which ooes no) reach so great height 
is known as Anti-Lebanon. 

Ol .ill the mighty forests which 
formerly coveted the slopes of Leb- 
anon, only live remain to-day, and 
liny are limited in area. The loft- 
iest tiers and those inn i celebrated 
for t heii antiquity are found in 

the tow n of I ui altitude of 

' feet, and are know as "'The 

Cedars of ( dare of 

Lebanon which he hath planted;" 
and according to the botanists, who 
eo'ini their age by the circles in 
their trunks, they are 3,000 oi 
1,000 J cirsoid. Like the immortal 
cliffs that tower above them, they 
have watched the passage of a p ro- 
ut of kings down the centun 
led by David, Solomon, and Ilir- 
man with a rear guard commanded 
by Kaiser William II , of Qerssai 
'They art' not so huge nor so lol 

ly as the great trees of California; 

but their antiquity and associations 
make them the most sacred and the 

most interesting in the 

world, and pilgrims come here to 
worship them. 'The best authori- 
are sure that we make DO mis- 
take when we revere them as the 
survivors of that forest whence Hir- 
udin obtained ! he timber for Solo- 
mon's Temple. 'The logs must 
have been carried down to th 
by hand, conveved by sea in rafts to 
Jaffa, and (hence carried over the 
mountains to Jerusalem.

and relieved each other every month
